P minister, was born in. 1824, at Doncaster, 
whore his father waa a draper. In 1838 ho 
entered tho office of his grandfather, a 
timber merchant, of Hull, where his energy 
and great natural aptittide won for him a 
position beyond his years, and he soon be- 
came posscescd with a strong desire to 
study for tho ministry. He accordingly 
zealously strove to qualify himself! to fullil 
this self-imposed task, and commenced his 
carecr ‘at Sunderland in 1840, by under- 
taking the duties of a ‘local’ preacher,” 
“e preparatory ininisterial office, peculiar to 
the Wesleyan Methodists. ‘our years 
later, after passing a short term as a proba- 
tioner at the Wesleyan College, Richmond, 
ho accepted his first pastoral charge in the 
ministry at Martlen;: in Kent: Hore, the
